Turkey’s collapse marks simply another 


stage in the triumphant march of democracy 
across the tumbling thrones of Old World 
nutocracy. The torch of liberty has kindled 
a flame that reduces empires to ashes. 
When the forces of freedom and despotism 


clashed in 1914 the wily Turk followed the | 


traditions of his fathers and ranged him- 


self on the side with the biggest guns and 
the best disciplined armies. 


ten the traditions of the Middle Ages nor 
learned the lessons of democracy. His rule 
was the rule of the sword. In his lands 
there were only living Moslems and dead 
Christians. He scorned science and his 
compelling argument was a bloody scimiter. 
As a gambler the Turkish government 
was a marvel. For more than a hundred 
years it held its place in Europe by picking 
the winner in international disputes. But it 
believed at the end of the Boer War that 
England's might was only a memory, and 
the present war was fairly started 

the Sublime Porte picked the Hun to win. 
Today the Sultan is fully convinced of his 
error, but the awakening comes too late. 
The Allies have no favors to ask of the 


' Turk. He ts taken as a bloody bandit, and

- Turkey’s collapse will end forever the 
reign of terror In the Balkans. The mas- 
which occurred an- 
nually to celebrate a Moslem holiday, is 
ended. The bloody scimiter ceases to be a 
menace. The Dardanelles become a 
highway of commerce of the free nations of 
the world, in place of a private waterway 
held by pirates. The strides forward of 
civilization in Europe during the last few 
weeks are worth the toll in blood and treas- 
ure that the last bandits of despotism have 
exacted. 

"It would not be true to say that Ger- 
many’s fate is sealed by the fall of the Dar- 
danelles: for the fate of the Hun has been 
written from the day that the American 
troops turned back the German legions in 
the second battle of the Marne. But the 
end will be hastened by the capitulation of 
Turkey. The Junker dream of dominion is 
hopelessly shattered. The Allies are now in 
possession of new points of vantage from 
‘which they can launch attacks on sectors 
that Germany is powerless to defend. The 
control of the Balkans has passed in three 
months from Hun to Briton. Germany's 
flank ig exposed. She is chained to the 
Rhine front, like Prometheus to his rock, 
and against the eagles attacking from the 
east she has no defense. 


Tremendous historic events are treading | 


upon one another's heels so rapidly that the 
procession seems endless. Bewildering 
world changes are flashing and intermin- 
gling like the colors In a kaleidoscope. The 
collapse of autocracy is. so sudden and s0 
complete that one is stunned by the catas- 
trophe. The mills of democracy are grind- 
(ne exceeding fine. When the present cen- 
tury opened four powerful empires ruled 
Western Europe and Pastern Asia; to the 
mass of their population the word democ- 
racy was without meaning. Three of these 
empires, Russia, Austria and Turkey, have 
fallen; while the fourth is passing through 
fhe throes of death. The era of rapine is 
ended. The security of the little peoples 
of the world is already assured. It has 
been won by the valor of Allied arms. 
While the final peace treaty has not yet 
signed, its. terms are no longer a mys- 
tery. Education has pierced the gloom of 
Middle Europe and the triumph of democ- 
racy is assured. . 

Little nations have nothing to fear from 
republics, however powerful; for in a mod- 
ern republic there is no disposition to °c 
quire additional territory at the expense 
of another nation. Greed for territory was 
@ vice of the early ages when a whole 
people was enslaved by a single ruling 
house. Then new territory meant addi- 
tional revenue for the rulers. It means 
greater extravagances and greater pomp. 
All that is change In a democracy. The 
salaries of the President and the members 
of Congress are not regulated by the amount 
of revenue accruing to the government. In 
acquiring new territory there fs no personal 
advantage, and where there is no personal 
interest to serve there is no disposition to 


fob a neighbor. 


These are the lessons that the United 
States has taught to the peoples of Earope 
during a century and a quarter of American 
independence. They have taken root and 
the harvest !s marked in the collapse of 
the great European monarchies. For himost 
an equal period France has kept the fires 
of liberty burning, and Britain has profited 
by the example to democratize her govern- 
ment while preserving some of the institu- 
tions of monarchy. Germany has resisted 
to the last. But the end of German antoc- 
racy is now clearly visible. While it may 
not be measured by the almanac. it can be 
foretold in the winning of the Allied ob- 
jectives. The present task of histoman 
is to sound the requiem of empires and the 
paeans of newborn republics. 


TCH TO ANSWFR FOR. 

The Germans were cultivating and en- 
couraging the Bolsheviki in Russia, but 
show alarm with their appearance in Prus- 
sia. They would give their neighbors’ chil- 
dren fire to play with, but when the con- 
flagration threatens their own home they 
fall into a panic. This ts true to Teutonic 
manners and methods, however. There is 
always the scheming and undermining—the 
sowing of seeds of discontent beyond their 
own borders. Te Potsdam system seems 


to provide for the sbtattering of apostles of 


unrest into all the corners of the earth. 
Even those who conspire or are arrayed 
against it are by the very fact inclined 
to be against any form of government any- 


| where. Autooracy has much to answer for.

Four years ago the romancer who 
dreamed a story so far-fetched as the news 
item now current concerning the signing of 
a declaration of independence by repre 
sentatives of 50,000,000 of the suppressed 
peoples of Mitte] Europa couldn’t have sold 
the yarn to Adventure. It would have 
been turned down as too wild. And the 
staging of the scene in our own Independ- 
ence Hall would have been set down as a 
clever bit of dramatic impulse—too wide 
of the mark to be effective. we 

Yet today our news columns carry the 
story quite as a matter of fact. 

Whatever the effect of this dramatically- 
Staged scene may be ultimately, it is tre 
mendously significant. It shows that there 
are men among these people who are taking 
President Wilson at his .word; who are 
looking to this country and its allies to pro- 
tect them in’'their efforts to throw off the 
age-rusted chains of autocracy and to be- 
come free people. The masses represented 
by the men who took part! in this incident 
are ignorant; they have had small oppor- 
tunity for development; they have been, in 
fact, but little more than slaves to their 
oppressors. | 

It will take time to bring these masses 
into well-ordered government which shall 
be able to fulfill the promise of this boldly- 
worded “declaration” given out as their 
creed. But these are the days of miracles— 
this meeting and this act of their repre 
sentatives in a far country, forbidden to 
their native soll by the powers that are 
now trying to strengthen their death-grip 
by force of arms, may become the founda- 
tion of a new Europe—the beginning of a 
new democracy that will mark the down- 
fall of despotism. | 


(YOMPEL” IS A STRONG WORD. 

Sécretary McAdoo is treading upon 
debatable ground when he asserts that 
“The first act of President Wilson was to 
compel a unity of command under Gen. 
Foch.” If Mr. McAdoo is possessed of 
facts to substantiate this statement there 
ig likely to be another interpeliation in the 
British House of Commons along the lines 
of the Gen. Maurice incident. For Lioyd 
George, Premier of Great Britain, made the 
first announcement of this policy in a now 
notable address which he delivered in Paris 
in November of last year, at a conference 
of the Allied war council which followed 
the Italian debacle. When he returned to 
Great Britain he was promptly subject to 
an attack by the opposition in Parliament 
and a.division on a vote of confidence fol- 
lowed. But.the Premier swept the oppo- 
sition from its feet, and, ever since, his suc- 
cess in uniting the Allied forces under a 
single command has been the brightest star 
in his halo. 

Rut Lloyd George is a doughty Welshman 
whose most marked characteristic is his 
disinclination to act under compulsion; and 
it is unfortunate that Secretary McAdoo 
should have used the word “compel” in re- 
ferring to unity of command. The Allied 
countries are in no mood to dim the luster 
of their common triumphs by a controversy 
among those in high places as to who 
handed to Gen. Foch the gun with which he 
shot the bear. They are in no mood for an 
inquiry similar to that over the Sampson- 
Schley command in the naval battle before 
Santiago. 

Premier Clemenceau may also have some- 
thing to say concerning the responsibility 
for the unity of command. His paper was 
once suppressed, before he was a member of 
the government, by reason of a strong 
article in which he declared that the 
Allied forces must be placed under a sin- 
gle head wearing a French cap before vic- 
tory would be possible. In his appeal to 
Parliament for support of his plan for 
unified command Premier Lioyd George

sald it was the only policy which gave 


promise of success and that he was willing 
that he and his Cabinet should stand or fall 
by its success or failure. President Wilson 
was referred to as favoring unity of com- 
mand—but under an American general in 
order that neither Britain nor France 
might be humiliated by an adverse choice. 
“Compel” is a term that one uses in refer- 
ring to one’s enemies or to one’s self, but 
not to one’s friends, especially if those 
friends be of the temper of Lloyd George

king who wants to be Governor of Arizona, 
is in a dickens of a fix.

THE SINGLE TAX FALLACY 
BY LESLIE M. SHAW. 

There are now pending nineteen 
separate and distinct amendments 
to the Constitution of this fair 
State, which the people must adopt 
or reject at the November election. 

What is a Constitution? A politi- 
cal Constitution is little else than 
a contract between the majority and 
the minority, made for the sole pro- 
tection of the minority. Majorities 
-~-the many—are always able to take 
care of themselves. They need no 
— of protection against the 
ew. 

For instance no majority, however 
large, through Legislature or by ref- 
erendum, can deprive one poor ac- 
cused person of a write of habeas 
corpus; or impair the obligation of 
a contract between two citizens, or 
between the government and a citi- 


Constitution as to permit such a 
nefarious thing. Liberty and justice 
are the two big words in American 
civilization. 

Tt is just as false, and just as 
wicked to say: “The people can do 
no wrong” as to say “The king can 
do no wrong.” Wrongs can be com- 
mitted by any human being, prince 
or peasant; and by any number of 
human beings collectively. When 
several persons combine to do 
wrong, we call it a conspiracy, cor- 
rect the wrong, and punish the con- 
spirators. When majorities, through 
Legislatures, or referenda, do 
wrong, we say the people have made 
a mistake, but the wrong remains, 
and the sufferers are remediless. 

The American people, through 
their representatives, directed their 
government to sell its lands, and oth- 
er natural resources, at certain 
prices, or for other good and valu- 
able considerations, like military 
service—that was the price Abra- 
ham Lincoln paid in Indian warfare 
for a certain quarter section in 
Crawford county, lowa—or enduring 
hardships incident to frontier life— 
the price homesteaders paid—or 
building railroads through desolate 
regions; and their government 
obeyed. Would it be right, or wrong, 
now to repudiate these sales, or 
through an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, confiscate the rent of 
these lands and other resources? 

From the beginning the people 
have sought to apportion burdens of 
taxation among all classes of prop- 
erty, in proportion as each was able 
to bear. Would it be right, or 
wrong, suddenly to reverse this pol- 
icy of equalized taxation, exempt 
moneys and credits, stocks and 
bonds, mortgages, hotel buildings, 
theaters and operahouses, stores and 
warehouses with their contents, rail- 
road grades, trucks, depots, rolling 
stock, in short everything except 
naked rights of way. assessed the 
same as adjacent land, mining ma- 


and place all the burdens of govern- 
ment upon those who have pur 
chased the people’s land at the peo- 
ple’s price? Begone the thought that 
the people can do no wrong. The 
people always intend to do right, 
and they never reverse the experi- 
ence of the ages to commit legglized 
crimes except when induced to.

For the month of October the sal- 


vage department turned in a check 
of $3976.11 net profit to the Red 
Cross, says a statement issued yes- 
terday by Mrs. Theodosia 8. Carlin, 
chief of the Pacific Division. Be- 
sides this money, it rendered great 
service to the chapter in the follow- 
ing way: 

The Belgian clothing drive start- 
ed September 23, and on Seéptem- 
her 26, the first day of our fiscal 
month, we began collecting from 
our salvage stations throughout the 
city. The quantities were enor- 
mous, and six of our largest ware- 
rooms were given over to the work. 

No clothing of any kind was sold 
during 
salesroom was closed for the month 
and on many days all sales wor 
was given up in order to better han- 
dle the flood of clothing. 

At the close of October 25, we had 
packed a total of 680 boxes weigh- 
ing 170,378 pounds, and. containing 
177.902 separate pieces. 

The magnitude of this work can 
be realized when it is considere/ 
that each one of these 177,902 
Pieces had to be carefully in- 
spected, pockets examined and then 
the zarments sorted, folded and 
packed. 

Each box was given a serial num- 
ber and a triplicate record made of 
the contents and weight. Each day 
the packed cases were taken across 
the market court to five large ator- 
age and shipping rooms, where we 
were given track facilities by the 
Pacific Electric. 

Over 500 of the packing cases 
were secured by solicitation among 
merchants and collected and deliv- 
ered by our efforts. The condi- 
tioning for shipment of 500 cases 
was in itself no small job. 

Fumigation of the clothing was 
another bic feature and to protect 
the health of the workers, packing- 
rooms were from time to time thor- 
ouchly fumigated. 

Four carloads were shipped dur- 
ing the past month and a fifth car 
is ready. 

We have on hand at the ware- 
house about twentv tons more to he 
racked and to this total will be 
ndded the pack of the Red Cross 
Shop at Eighth and  Aijivarado 
streets and the  Belcian Relief 
headquarters. This will make Los 
Angeles go very much “over the 
top.” We also handled = thirty- 
seven cases for the Riverside Chap- 
ter.
